Graphic Story By Rev. Gibbons, of 


Moslem riiots at Adana. 


Adana, April 27.—(Via Constanti- 


nople, April 27.)—Rev. Herbert Adams 
Gibbons,- of Hartford, Conn., a mis- 
sionary of the American Board o£ For- 
eign Missions stationed here and at 
Tarsus, was -an eye .witness of the 
scenes .of terror and destruction in 
the center of the Moslem uprising. He 
gives as follows the first graphic story 
of the series of massacres, rapine and 
incendiarism: 


"The entire vilayet of Adana has 


been the scene during the last 
five 


daj-s of a terrible massacre oC Ar- 
menians, the worst ever known in the 
history of the district. The terror has

Beginning of the Outbreak. 


"Early 
last 
Wednesday

vhile I was in the market 1 noticed 
iiat the Armenians were closing their 
hops and hurrying to their homes. An 
\rmenian and a Turk'had been killed 
uring the night and the corpses were 
•aradefl through the respective quar- 
ers. The sight of the dead inflamed 
he inhabitants and crowds at once 
>egan to gather in the streets armed 
with sticks, axes and knives- A few 
•oung Armenians assembled in the 
•enter of the covered market and be- 
gan firing revolvers into the air. By 
.1 o'clock in the morning the crowd 
had begun the looting of shops. 


"The military commander of Adana 


was by my Fido in the market when 
the firing commenced. He had not the 
courage to endeavor to disperse the 
mob. 
He returned to his residence 


and did not venture out for two days. 


Found a Howling Mob, 


"William1 Chambers, field secretary 


of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion, arid myself proceeded to the 
Kononak and found a howling mob 
demanding arms with which to kill 
the Giaours. 
We then went to the 


telegraph office to summon the Brit- 
ish consul. On the steps of the build- 
ins we saw three Armenians who had 
been massacred. 
Their bodies had 


been mutilated. When we were in the 
telegraph oftice n mob burst Into the 
room where we were and killed two 
Armenians before our eyes. The un- 
fortunates were supplicating protec- 
tion 'rom the Vali when they were 
struck down. 


"We managed to make our way into 


the next room, where we made repre- 
sentations to the vali. This official

To dredge and perhaps straighten tho 
channel, as is doubtless comprehended 
n the plans now under consideration 
for civic Improvements, will do much 
to mitigate the evil of the river, but 
that will not relieve the conditions 
which Mr. Randall says are to be found 
n the alley sewers and other conduits 
of tho sewer system.

There is no 
occasion to regard criticism of the sewer 
system as a display of hostility to the 
program for a Fort Wayne Beautiful. 
"Handsome is as handsome does," and 
no sane person will contend that pret- 
ty parka are an antidote to poisons. 
The sewer conditions In this city may 
very well be looked Into and definite 
knowledge hart of conditions. The two 
programs of a clean city and a thor- 
oughly sanitary city may very well go 
along together. 


FRAMINT A TARIFF BILL. 


THE SEWER QUESTION. 


In a letter to The Sentinel Hon. Per- 


ry A. Randall calls attention to what 
may be a very serious problem for Fort 
Wayne. He asserts a condition of the 
sewer system, both as to shortcomings 
by insufficiency and,Impairment, that, 
if true, needs attention. 
Bad sewers 


are a persistent menace to health and 
that community which tolerates a bad 
sewer system is inviting calamity. 
That the St. Mary's river Is little, if 
any, better than an open sewer may be 
ascertained by any one who will take 
the trouble to-visit the banks of that 
stream along Its course within the city. 


Light Is thrown on the difficulty of 


framing a tariff hill by consideration 
of tho fact that Just an even dozen ol 
articles out of tho hundreds covered 
pay three-fourths of tho tariff duties 
which arc collected. 
Whllo there is 


less contention over tho minor sched- 
ules than over the Important ones, tho 
minor schedules claim and receive 
painstaking attention and in some in- 
stances breed bitter and prolonged dis- 
cussion. 


Duties collected during the last three 


years have averaged $300,000,000 per 
annum. The heaviest year was 1907, 
In which tho total reached J329.000.000. 
This Is the year selected by the senate 
committee on finance for its compari- 
sons. Objection has been made to this 
selection on the ground that had any 
other year been taken the estimates of 
revenue to be collected under the new 
bill would have fallen below the re- 
quired amount. 


Three-fourths of this J329,000,000, or 


$250,000,000, was collected' upon the fol- 
lowing twelve articles: 
Sugar, $60,- 


000,000; cotton manufactures, $39,000,- 
000; 
leaf tobacco, $22,000,000; manu- 


factures of fibres. S22.000.000: manu- 
factures of silk. $20.000.000; manufac- 
tures of wool, $20,000.000; raw wool.

In talk 91 we presented figures from the reports of Fort "Wayne and ten 


cities of Fort Wayne's class for our taxpayers' consideration. 


They showed the increase of taxables since 1900, the changes in tax rates, the 


funds for 1909 raised by taxation and the estimated delinquencies in tax payments. 


Fort Wayne is seen to have the lowest rate except one, that one being Harris-' 


burg, where the taxables arc enough larger than Fort Wayne's —$41,000,000, 
against our $30,581,530—to bring in, with a rate of 90 cents on each $100, some $33,- 
. 000 more funds for use in 1909 than is yielded by our $1.10 rate. 


The average tax rate of the other ten cities "named is $1.51, against Fort 


Wayne's $1.10. 
. 
. 
' . 


The taxables of the other ten cities average $36,675,699 as against Fort 


Wayne's $30,581,530. 


The amounts collectible by taxation average $567,676 as against Fort 


Wayne's $336,396. 


The delinquencies in tax payments in- eight cities—the only ones reporting 


thereon—average a trifle less than 4 per cent against Fort Wayne's 15. Like 
Abou Ben Adhem's name, Fort Wayne's list of delinquents "leads all the rest."' 


. It is to be understood, of course, that delinquent taxes, where not erroneous, 


are, for the most part, eventually paid. But their existence means just so much 
more temporary embarrassment for the city government dependent upon them for 
funds for current expenses. 


That Fort Wayne should have a delinquent tax .roll already over $50,000 on 


the books as a permanent feature of city accounts is not right. ' The City is not a 
loan association and shonld not be forced to perform the functions of such. 


From a consideration of the figures already given it would seem that Fort 


Wajiie, in striving for the street, street-lighting and street-policing standards of 
the cities with which it classes, would be justified in advancing its tax rate slight- 
ly with important and beneficial results. 


From consideration for the taxpayers, upon whom this burden of increased 


rates would fall, however, that tax rate should first be rid of all responsibility for 
unnecessary or abatable burdens. 
i 


At present our $1.10 tax levy on each $100 of taxables—and the assessed val- 


uation is approximately 60 per cent of the real valuation—is made up as follows:

With the cutting out of the electric light and later the track elevation funds 


we should get back to a rate of 92% cents, which is a quarter cent larger than the 
rate in 1898, when, on a valuation of taxables eight millions smaller than now, we 
provided the annual funds. 


Perhaps the 84 cents of the tax rate devoted to general city purposes may 


bear critical examination with a chance for economies there. 


In short, before increasing the tax rate by any considerable amount on street 


betterment account, would it not be business to work out the possible economies?

satraps have been- deposed. The the- 
ocracy remains. 
Therein 
lies 
the 


greatest potential danger to the new 
order of things in Turkey. Across the 
narrow waters that divide European 
Turkey from Asiatic Turkey Moslem 
fanaticism is running to mad furl' 
against the Christians. Such an atro- 
cious slaughter as the modern world 
has seldom seen has been and still Is 
In progress. 
The herrdltary feud of 


Mussulman and Armenian presents a 
vp.xed problem there. It will engage 
nil the best capacities for government 
in the victorious party of democracy 
to put that down and keep it down. 
It will always smoulder and furnish an 
ever present threat of peril to the gov- 
ernment. 


The hope of Turkey lies in the lead- 


ers of the new movement. They ap- 
pear moderate, make a very encourag- 
ing show of patriotic purpose and 
seem to mean regeneration of the em- 
pire and an uplift of the people. The 
most idolized man of the hour in Tur- 
key Is Schefket Pasha, military chief 
of the revolutionists.

If the army Is content to serve the 
civil power tho beginning Is well. But 
this latest rise of democracy Is In ori- 
ental and Mohammedan Turkey. Let 
that be 'remembered. 
France strove 


near a century to fix tho republic 
.upon .an enduring foundation and that 
foundation js not yet wholly free from 
trembling response • to the shock of 
assault.

At one uptown precinct 
about 100 were challenged. They rep- 
resented the floating "wet" vote and 
when challenged quietly left the vot- 
ing places. Rewards or $100 and $200 
were offered for the arrest and convic- 
tion of any person for illegal voting 
and it Is believed this had its effect.

The greatest surprise of the day was 


in the great Inroads made In "wet" 
territory by the prohibitionists. Ralph 
Ross, chairman of the "wet" organiza- 
tion, asserted the "wets" would win 
every Muncle and 
Center 
township 


precinct until the returns began to 
come in. But in the Seventh and Ninth 
precincts, in the South Side factory 
districts, the "dry" majorities were re- 
spectively 77 and 71. 


In Jluncle's tenderloin district the

Judge Holds Licenses Issued After Act 


Passed Are Valid. 


AVabash, Ind., April 28.—Judge A. H. 


Plummer, who was the first judge in 
Indiana to hold the county option 'law 
constitutional, 
permitting 
Wabash 


county to be the first to vote under the 
law, has made a second ruling under I 
this law which is important in every 
county which has voted or will vote on 
the- option Issue. 


Judge Plummer holds that' all sa- 


loons which procured licenses between 
Sept.'26, 1908, and Nov. 20, 1908,' can 
continue to sell intoxicants until their 
licenses expire, although Attorney Gen- 
eral Bingharn has given it as his opin- 
ion' that these saloons are closed under 
the ninety-day clause of the county 
option law. 


Judge Plummer, in his ruling holds 


that the law was not actually "passed" 
until it had received the signature of 
Governor Hanly, had been published, 
distributed and proclaimed. 'He holds 
that "passage" does not mean 
pas- 


sage by vote in the state legislature. 


The law finally passed by vote Sept. 


26, 1908. but it did not become a law 
until Nov. 20, 1908. 
Attorney Bing- 


ham held- that all saloons receiving a 
license between these two dates must 
close ninety days after that county 
voted in-which the license -was issued. 


In Wabash county Gilbert Williams 


received his'license after Sept.-26, but 
before No. 20. Prosecutor Carpenter 
held he must close. He refused. Mayor 
Murphy sided with him and Attorney 
W. G. Todd and Mayor Murphy repre- 
sented him in court. He was arrested 
and Prosecutor Carpenter held he 
would be1 liable 
to 
prosecution, for 


every drink sold if convicted.
